In an attempt to keep readers informed of 
current issues, el DON went to the SAC student 
community to determine how people feel about 
the re-instatement of the draft. Although America 
witnessed the departure of the draft more than six 
years ago, there is now Serious consideration at 
upper governmental levels for the return of a 
selective service system. 

After getting the opinion and stand of a number 
of students, el DON found that most feel that the 
draft should remain dead. However, of those 
questioned, some will admit that if it were 
absolutely necessary, they would consider serving 
in the military. 

SAC student Jerry Kerr, 19, believes that the 
draft should not be reinstated, saying that, ‘It 
should be up to the individual to decide if he wants 
to fight for his country.’ When asked how the 
return of the draft might effect him, Kerr replies, 
‘It would be very difficult for me to decide.’ He 
feels that he would have to make a decision once 
the draft returned. 

Kerr also believes that women should be eligible 
for the draft and adds that, “Most women are 
physically fit to fight in a war just as men.” Of 
benefits, he says that he would expect reasonable 
pay and some type of educational benefits. 

Jeanine Lewis, 22, commented that, “Forced 
conscription is not the answer to a good national 
defense.’ She also believes that women should be 
eligible for the draft, as she continued on to say, 
“Why place the defense of the whole on half the 
members? | am so morally opposed to war. ! don't 
know if | could participate. If large powers see war 
as one of the alternatives, they are going tobe less 
dedicated at diplomatic talks. We should solve the 
problems before it comes to war.” 

When asked how the return of the draft might 
effect her, Lewis adds, ‘Probably only in the sense 
of being an anti-war activist. | don’t see America 
every turning its attitudes around to the point of 
drafting women.” 

Philip L. Jordan, 24, who is a veteran, does not 
want to see the return of the draft. Jordan said, “'! 
don't feel that you should force an individual to do 
anything that they don’t want to do.”’ He also 
contends the draft were to return that he would 
have to protest such a move. In summing it all up, 
Jordan said, ‘I don't believe that a person should 
be forced to do anything, including fighting in 
some ----ing war.” 

Joel Geck, 27, felt that the draft should be 
returned. He says, ‘The draft would be for reserve 
service and men would be called up only in 
emergency.’ Geck, does believe that women 
should be eligible for the draft also, adding that, 
“We live in a democracy.” He says that the return 
of the draft would not effect him because he is 
above the draft age which is 26 years old. 
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Selective service 
Do we really need it? 


Donna Rieder, 17, says no to the return of the 
draft. Asked why, she commented, ‘Because if we 
went to war, it would be pointless. Anyone could 
press a button and kill us all.” Rieder says that 
some of the benefits that she would expect to 
receive would be, ‘‘Life-time medical care, veteran 
benefits for the family of the service person and a 
pension plan.” 

She does not feel that women should be 
involved in the draft, stating that, “‘l guess I’m 
biased, but | feel that men should be in the 
service.’’ Rieder feels that women would not be 
able to handle the rigors of combat duty and 
openly admits that her reasoning is purely selfish. 

Alan Whickum, 19, believes that the draft 
should not be reinstated “because the last war 
involving the United States was too costly in terms 
of lives, time and money.” Although he said that 
he would fight in the military only if there was no 
choice in the matter, Whickum would demand “‘a 
very well-paying job, in addition to a pension and 
medical benefits.’’ He also believes that women 
should not be eligible for the draft, stating that 
‘there is no need for both sexes to be fighting.”’ 

Mark Kusiak, a 23-year-old ex-Marine majoring 
in Business Administration, also opposed 
resurrecting of the draft. He said that ‘‘the armed 
forces can compete for people in the same manner 
as a Civilian organization if they wanted to.” 

He also thinks that women have no place in a 
combat role, saying, ‘It's bad enough that men 
have to fight in time of war. | would worry about 
my son; | don’t want to have to worry about my 
daughter. Kusiak added that ‘If the armed forces 
treated the serviceman better, they would have no 
problems with manpower.” 

Mike Lesnick, a 21-year-old Business 
Administration major, likewise thinks that 
reinstituting the draft is a bad idea. When asked 
why, he said, “| don’t feel that people should be 
forced to serve in the armed forces and put off all 
their oiner objectives for at least two years.” 

Lesnick also believes that women should be 
eligible for the draft, saying that ‘there are certain 
jobs women could do, but | don't think women 
should be allowed to fight. | know that | wouldn't 
want my wife or girlfriend killed fighting ina war.” 

Allin all then, it seems that the majority of SAC 
students questioned oppose the reinstatement of 
conscription. On the other hand, some would fight 
in the armed forces if they thought it was 
necessary; however, they would want economic 
compensation at least equivalent to that they 
would receive in civilian life. 

As far as women are concerned, most believed 
that females should not be drafted; however, 
some believe that women should be eligible for 
the draft, but not serve in a combat role.

She doesn’t have control of 
her arm and leg movements and 
sometimes she is hard to under- 
stand when she talks. 

But Julie Behm is a gutsy 
young lady, about to graduate 
from SAC who just happens to 
have cerebral palsy. One of 
twins whose mother died at 
childbirth, Julie didn’t have 
enough oxygen at birth and thus 
the motor side of her brain was 
damaged. 

Because of her motor handi- 
cap, ‘people think the mental 
part (is affected), says Julie. 
“Sometimes | wonder..." she 
smilingly adds. 

Handicapped people are 
mainstreamed now into regular 
classes. Before this philosophy 
became law, people like Julie 
were put in special classes. 
Julie never went to high school 
and there was no handicapped 
program for persons beyond the 
age of 18. 

At 18 Julie was put in a 
“home” and eventually went to 
Cypress College and then came 
here for three years. She now 
“hopes to go to Cal State Fuller- 
ton. 

Her major is Human Services. 


Grove, Orange or Santa Ana

“When | was in the ‘home,’ 
they wouldn't let me cross the 
Street alone,’’ she says. Now, 
however, she rides a three- 
wheel bike to school 55 minutes 
each way. 

How does she feel about her 
handicap, which could be a 
source of self-pity? ‘‘l have 
accepted it completely. You have 
to emphasize what other people 
take for granted. | think of ways 
to compensate. If you can’t do 
something you have to figure 
out what you can do. | think | 
could have a normal life like 
other people. Nobody (else) can 
be Elizabeth Taylor. 

“If | can help somebody, | will 
do anything. We have to help 
each other.”

Another step towards a possible state champion’s title was taken 
Saturday by several members of SAC’s track squad at the Southern 
California Pre-lims held in the sweltering heat of Bakersfield. Four 
of SAC’s 12 track and field events qualified for the finals. 

SAC's Raul Aguero continued his two years of success in the 
Steeplechase as his 9.30.9 clocking made him eligible for 
Wednesday's rescheduled finals. (Results will be announced in the 
next el DON). Distance Coach Al Siddons said of his protege, ‘Raul 
ran real well. It was a pretty encouraging race. He looked real good 
over the barriers.’ That he did, although the 3,000-meter jaunt was 
not without controversy. 

Runnin’ Raul and his counterparts only had to place in the top half 
of the 12 entrants in their heat. On the sixth of eight laps Aguero 
maintained a five-yard lead on Glendale’s Mark Lewis. 

The Glendale runner barked out, ‘‘C’mon Raul, we've got 15 yards 
on the rest of them.” For the purpose of Saving himself for this past 
Wednesday's finals, Raul allowed the nation’s fastest steeple- 
chaser (9:02) to equalize his lead. Lewis then unashamedly sprinted 
out for a 15-yard lead. Raul refused to follow and settled for a second 
place finish. 

The Don's 400 relay (William Steen, Darrel Smith, Carl Pope, Tony 
Pitts) also qualified as Pitts broke through the tape first in SAC’s 
heat. The Dons’ 41.6 was the fourth fastest clocking of the day. “‘I'd 
say that if the relay team could run 41.2 again they could make the 
California State Championships,’’ commented Siddons. Sprint 
Coach Ed Carithers chipped in, ‘‘The handoffs were pretty good.” 

Pitts and cast-ridden Ernie Fisher bounced off 23' 41" and 23’ 34" 
Jumps respectively to place 7th and 9th, thus moving on to further 
competition. ‘Pitts has gone 24’ 10” and is ready to go 25 feet,”’ . 
predicted Siddons. ‘‘That’s a hell of a jump.” 

After failing to stay alive in the 100 due to extremely tough 
competition, Pope readied himself for the 200. “The weather is 
great, the speedster remarked of the mid-80’s heat. ‘Now you can 
specialize in the 200," said Siddons. Pope agreed—but 
unfortunately when the starter’s gun sounded the Don runner's 
Starting block remained empty. Apparently Pope twisted his knee 
while preparing for the half-lap race. —- 

Joe Venegas, who is following his younger brother John’s career 
as a Santa Ana javelin thrower, came up six feet short. “It doesn't fly 
(the javelin). It's dead-weight. | didn’t get it up high enough.”’ 

There proved to be one too many runners in both the 1,500 and 
5,000 meter races. ‘Tim Woodward and Steve Kovatch were 
seventh when six: qualified,’’ the distance coach remembered. 
“They both did real well.’ 

Monica Silbas (javelin) was also unsuccessful in her attempt to 
land a berth in the finals. She was only eight inches short winging 
the spear 100’ 3”.
